Department of Agriculture Horticulturists Outline Principles for 
Making a Success of the Home Vegetable 
Patch. 


IV .— How to Apply Fertilizers and Lime When the Ground is 
Ready for Cultivation. 


A simple test to determine when 
garden soil is ready for plowing or 
working is to take a handful of 
earth from the surface and close 
the fingers tightly on it. 
11' 
the 
earth compacted in this way is dry 
enough for cultivation, it will fall 
apart when the hand is opened. This 
test is applicable only to com para­ 
tively heavy soils, but it is 
these 
' which receive the 
most 
injury 
if 
they are worked when 
wet. 
On 
such soils over zealous 
gardeners 
not only waste their time, but fre­ 
quently do actual damage by a t­ 
tempting to work them too early. 
After plowing or working with a 
spade, it is usually desirable to ap ­ 
ply some form of fertilizer. B arn­ 
yard or stable manure, which fu r­ 
nishes both plant food and humus, 
is undoubtedly the best, and appli­ 
cations of from 20 to 30 tons to the 
acre are satisfactory. 
The manure 
should be 
distributed evenly over 
the surface and later worked 
in 
with a hoe and rake. 
Frequently, it 
is advisable also to apply commer­ 
cial fertilizer, especially phosphate. 
An applciation of 300 to 000 pounds 
of acid phosphate to the acre is us­ 
ually sufficient. 
In order to supply 
potash, if this is needed, unleaehed 
wood ashes tnay be distributed over 
the garden at the 
rate 
of 
1,000 
pounds to the acre.

Two thousand pounds 
of 
these 
should be used. 
In order to start 
the plants early in the spring appli­ 
cation of 100 pounds to the acre of 
nitrate of soda are sometimes used. 
It is important, however, to remem­ 
ber that no form of commercial fer­ 
tilizer will yield good results unless 
the soil is well supplied with humus. 
Thi^ frequently may he furnished in 
the form of sod or other vegetation 
which has overgrown a garden spot 
and may be turned under 
with 
a 
plow or spade. 
In certain localities it is also ad ­ 
visable to test the soil for acidity. 
Naturally moist soils are likely to 
be sour and in such a condition are 
not likely to produce the most satis­ 
factory crops. 
The test for acidity 
or sourness is a very simple one. A 
handful of the soil slightly moisten­ 
ed and a piece of blue litmus paper, 
which can be obtained from 
any 
jlrug store, are all that is necessary. 
When placed on sour soil the paper 
will turn red. 
To eorerct such 
a 
condition lime should be used. 
The 
ground should he 
covered 
with a 
thin coat of air-slaked lime and the 
later worked in well. 
Lime is not a 
plant food, hut it 
will correct the 
acidity and will improve the physi­ 
cal condition of the soil.

Horse vs. Motor Power 


Edison says: "A horse is 
the poorest motor ever built. 
Ho Ciiis 12,000 pounds of 
food a year. 
He cats the 


whole output of five acres. 
And yet his thermal efficien- 
cy is only two per cent." 


On tiie road the automo- 


bile and truck have displac- 
ed the horse. For driving 
and delivery work he is rap- 


idly becoming a rarity. Even the most skeptical cannot close their eyes to this wonderful transition 
wbicli has taken place almost in a. night. 
. 


From, time immemorial the horse has been the servant and companion of man. About him lias 


been built a vast sentiment—and well deserved it is. 
His almost human, intelligence, willingness 


and self sacrifice, have endeared this noble animal to mankind. But he belongs to the days of cheap 
land and cheap labor. 


Mechanically tbe horse is built wrong. All the pulling is done with one hind leg, and the power 


is transferred through his back 1o the collar. The front legs merely serve to support his body. The 
fuel lie uses is bulky, which makes the cost of utilizing it excessive. 


Economically the horse has not kept pace with modern methods and costs. The value of horses 


has'increased 143% during the last ten years. Feed and cost of care, and everything that concerns 
him has increased proportionately. 
Yet he has not increased in power or endurance. 
The annual 


feed bill for .the 25,000.000 horses and mules in tlie United States is $2,000,000,000—equal to tbe 
co-t of operating our railroads. Yet a jfarm horse averages only 31 hours work a day through the 
entire year, and tires in six. It costs from ten to twelve cents per working hour to maintain a horse, 
and requires 23 minutes a day to care for him, or fourteen ten-hour days a year. ~The cost of horse 
labor is almost one-half the gross operating expense on the average farm. 


Most wide-awake farmers and users of horses realize these facts, and there is an insistent de- 


mand for cheap, efficient power. 
Scientific fanning methods demand deeper plowing, more thorough 


soil tillage, more frequent cultivation, more speed—in short, more concentrated power. 


Think of the vast areas of laud, now used to raise horse feed, that would be released for human 


use; the extra, men now required to care for horses who could do other work; the time and money 
saved; the drudgery done away with; the wonderful increase in efficiency, when the horse is dis- 
placed by motor power. 


The problem of displacing the farm horse has been difficult. The many kinds of work, changing 


and unusual working conditions, and the adaptability of the horse, have made it much more difficult 
than simply displacing him on the road. Surprising as it may seem, in spite of the automobile indus- 
try, which is now one of the largest in the country, the number of horses and mules has increased 
durin» the last ten years. According to the department of agriculture, there were 25,731,000 horses

and mules in the United States at the beginning of 191G; 25,674,000 in 1915;
